Unearthed in Lab 


_ On inspection of S.J.C.’s natu- 
ral science laboratory, some 
interesting reptiles were 
unearthe.d. The most important 
one was the tiny desert night liz- 
ard (the Xantusia vigilis) of 
which there are two. These liz- 
‘ards are very small, being only 
about two and: one-half to three 
inches long (most of this is tail). 
These lizards were considered 
rare up to a very recent time 
because collectors couldn’t find 
where they lived. Collectors have 
learned that these lizards can be 
found under the leaves of ‘the 
jasmine where they feed on ter- 
mites. There is an incomplete 
termite colony in the lab from 
which the lizards are fed. 

There also is a Boyle king 
snake in the lab and it is very 
beautifully colored, having black 
and white circular stripes. The 
king snake is fond of rats and 
mice but due to the lack of these 
it has been necessary to feed 
lizards to the snake. Mr. Robinson 
has issued a plea for any live 
mice and rats which the students 
ean obtain. :

ON ALL-CONFERENCE 
..- POOR!

It appears that a play-off between Marin and Sacramento Jan- 
ior Colleges for the N.J.C.C. basketball title is inevitable. Both 
squads have established undefeated records and are bringing their 
scheduled seasons to a close. Not only have they monopolized the 
league lead all season, but it also appears that they will be well 
represented on this year’s All-Conference, 

In a previous week’s issue of The Battery, this column 
mentioned Barksdale of Marin as a certain choice. We also gave 
notice to Rodriques of our Salinas squad. However, his play seems 
to be completely disregarded in post-game accounts by other junior 


college newspapers, while his remarks are not: (Taken from the 


San Matean). 

“Overheard ... after the Salinas game. Abel Rodriques walk- 
ing to lock room muttering, ‘That guy, Cortez, ain’t so hot.’ ‘Oh, 
yeah,’ answered his coach. ‘well, he sure made a sucker of you in 
that second half.” (Offered by editor as remedy to above situa- 
tion: Course in English A.) 

Cortez of San Mateo seems to possess the best chance of land- 
ing the center post, mainly because of his high scoring this year. 
For the forward berths, selection can be made from Rodriques and 
Klauke of Salinas, McCully of Sacramento, Terry of San Fran- 
cisco, Hughes of Modesto, Chapman of Marin, and Law of Stock- 
ton. 

With Barksdale already in possession of one of the guard posi- 
tions, the other can. be contested for by such eligibles as Rodgers 
of Sacramento, Keeler of Menlo, Bulanti of Salinas, and Pifferini 
of Modesto. 

Salinas’ first five, Rodriques, Klauke, Pierson, Bulanti, and 
Parker, were all capable of producing strong competition for All-

bility. The Panthers concluded the season last Wednesday night 
when they lost to Menlo Junior College. The defeat left Salinas 
with three victories and 10 defeats. 

Last week was a week of farewells to diminutive Al Bruschini 
who left school for enlistment into the navy. Al was talented in 
all lines of sports, especially in football and basketball. In the last 
issue we informed you as to how capable one “Winnetka” boy was, 
and now must admit that although there is a goodly physical stat- 
ure contrast, Bruschini followed closely behind Klauke in athletic 
capability:. 

Well, we’re back to the subject of conference scoring and who's 
doing all of it (aside from Cortez). Yes, Cortez has once again 
taken the conference scoring lead from Marin’s Barksdale, by tal- 
lying 133 points in nine games, while Barksdale has registered 129 
in 12 games. Last year, this same Cortez of San Mateo captured the 
scoring crown with 134 points. Meanwhile, Rodriques, in 13 games, 
has scored 145 points.
